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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because Applicants' arguments are not convincing to 
overcome the prior art rejection. Applicants argue that there would be no reason to combine Cheng and Haffner because Cheng teaches 
that increase BNP levels are detrimental to a patient with congestive heart failure, but Haffner's inhibitor would increase BNP levels in the 
patient. See Response, pages 6-7. However, Cheng and Haffner's methods do not necessarily contradict. Cheng simply indicates that 
higher BNP levels correspond to congestive heart failure, not that they cause it. Moreover, the positive correlation does not mean that a 
treatment method cannot include administering BNP. Indeed, as taught by the Mills reference (applied against claims 33 and 46), 
Nesiritide, a human BNP, is administered to treat patients with heart failure. Haffner also clearly indicates that inhibitors of DPP-IV, which 
would increase the levels of BNP, are appropriate for treating congestive heart failure. Accordingly, Cheng's teaching does not foreclose 
the use of BNP as a treatment regimen. Correspondingly, one of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that an assay endoegnous 
BNP levels can be used to determine a treatment regimen using externally provided BNP. 
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
